Along this entire 


line not a sign of civilization ca\i be seen, 
except at the few station houses. 
The 


track bed is in excellent condition, and 
the scenery is varied, wild and interest- 
ing.

miles.

bridges are used on the Heart, and are 
said to be the strongest and most durable 
bridges made.

Taylor, U a 
thorough, practical railroad man, and 
irives llie transportation of supplies hi* 
careful attention, as un that depends tiK- 
ppeed of the,construction. Early this f.i 11 
trains will be running to the JL.il I IK Miss- 
ouri, and Ihe Yellowstone \»ill lie but a 
short distance from the end 01 this s<a 
son's work.

The new station houses oa the extension 
are the best' ever built on any railroad. 
They- are large, two-story buildings, fin- 
ished oil in good shipe and nictily paint 
ed outside and in. They arfe residence*! 
in every sense of the word. The water 
fiinks put up by Mr. Hill are also large 
and substantlial reservoirs. In fact every 
thing on the extension has been done 
very thorough. 
The snow fences are

Feet Distortion in China. 


The binding of a child's feet is not be- 


gun until she has learned to Walk and 
do certain things for herself, as it would 
be difficult, if not impossible, to teach 
her afterward. 
The rich bind their 


children's feet from the 6th or 7th year, 
but the poor do not begin until they are 
12, or even older. Parents who have 
been forced by poverty to sell a daugh- 
ter as a slave when she was a child, will 
bring her back afterward if they can, 
and then, no matter how old she is, they 
bind up her feet and marry her as a lady. 
But the pain of binding a full-grown 
foot is said to be most intense. Strong 
white bandages two inches wide are 
manufactured for the purpose. 
Those 


worn the first year are two yards long, 
and about five feet is the length worn after- 
ward. The following, according to Miss 
Fielde, is the method adopted: " The end 
of-the strip la laid on the inside of the 
foot at the instep, and then carried over 
the top of the toes and under the foot, 
drawing the four toes with itydown upon 
the sole; thence it is pasaea over tho 
foot and around the heel \ and by this 
stretch the toes and the heel are drawn 
together, leaving a bulge on tho in- 
step and a deep indentation in the 
sole, under the instep. 
This course 


is gone over in successive layers of 
bandage until the strip of cloth" is all 
used, and the final end is sewn tight 
down." To please a Chinawoman, the 
"indentation" must measure an inch 
and a half from the part of the foot 
which rests on the ground up to the rfl^ 
step. 
The toes are then completely 


drawn over the sole, and the foot is so 
squeezed upward that in walking only 
the ball of the great toe touches the 
ground. Large quantities of powdered 
alum are used when the feet are first 
bound, and always afterward, to prevent 
ulceration and lessen the offensive odor. 
The bandage is taken off only once a 
month. At the end bf the first month 
tho foot is put in hot water, and, after it 
has been allowed to soak some time, the 
bandage is carefully unwound, "the 
dead cuticle, of which there is so much, 
being abraded during the process of un- 
binding. When the foot is entirely un- 
bound, it is not unusual to find ulcers 
and other abominations. 
Frequently, 


too," wo are told, " a large piece of flesh 
sloughs off the sole, and it sometimes 
happens that one OE two toes drop off." 
When this happens, the patient consid- 
ers himself amply repaid for tho addi- 
tional suffering by having smaller and 
more delicate feet tfitn her neighbors ! 
Indeed, the desire to have small feet is so 
intense that girls will slyly tighten their 
own bandages in spite of the pairi-— 
Chambers' Journal.

SEEDING FOB IMMEDIATE PASTURE.— 


On land plowed last fall, or in corn- 
stalks, we would advise sowing, as soon 
as tho laud is in order in spring, a bushel 
of oats per acre, with a pook of timothy, 
ten pounds of red clover, two of wliite, 
and a few pounds of blue grass. Keep 
off tho cattle till the oat% have covered 
the ground; then, if you do not stock 
too heavily, you will-have pasture con- 
tinuously. 
Seeding down on spring 


plowing is uncertain, if the season is dry. 
The increased interest in cattle-growing 
will demand a largely-increased acreage 
in grass, and many farmers, we find, arc 
needing pasturage the coming summer 
who have made no move so far toward it. 
Wo hAve tried tho above plan and suc- 
ceeded very well. The oats disappear in 
,July, but the timothy will then bo abiux- 
dant.—Hon. James Wilson.

SAVE-TICE COAL ASHES..—It is not gen- 


erally appreciated how much heavy 
soils can bo l>cnofited 
by the use of 


coal ashes, now generally wasted or 
applied to tho roails. 
Vicic says, in his 


estimable monthly magazine, that it is 
ojiiito satisfactorily shown that coal 
allies, though not having manurial 
value sutlicieut to warrant any expense 
for carriage or long hauling, may with 
advantage be spread upon <lie ground 
where they are produced. Mixed with 
heavy soil's, their mechanical effect is 
to lighten it and make it porous and 
friable. 
A number of experiments with 


coal ashes, publicly reported within the 
last year or two, loavo no doubt that 
they have at least some slight value as 
manure, and that mixed with heavv 
l.tnd their oiioctio v< ry bi.-notioiaJ. Upon 
this subject ji practical cultivator, 
through tho columns of\ a late number 
of a British journal, gives the following 
advice and corroborative testimony: "A 
third part of ashes to two-thirds of soil 
wiH not be too much. You will very 
likely not nave ouough to do this at 
Once, therefore use. what you haw and 
repeat the dressing again and again till 
the soil, however wet it may bo, parts 
readily from the tool. It may require 
three or four years to accomplish this if 
you have only tho asluv of an ordinary 
household at your disposal. But pray 
remember that onco well done it will 
give you no further trouble; for not only 
do ashes lighten a heavy soil, but they 
also render material assistance to its 
drainage, and it 1/ecomcs so porous that 
tho passage of rain water is secured; 
hence it is comparatively dry, and 
warm, it is open to the action of the air 
and is therefore sweetened aud made 
more fertile."

EARLY PLANTING AND SOWING.—-With

But it ia 
rarely wise to delay because of what may 
happen, when promptness promises tho 
best results. •

The plants ralher 
like the open sunlight, but the roots 
abominate hot ground, ospcci.illy when 
stiff or clayey. 
In Prof. S.irgent'n 


grounds at Brooklino, Mass., they w> 
planted with tho rhododendrons, and 
are a magnificent success. 
Hero tho 


rhododendrons shield the bulbs from 
the* hot sun. It Ls beside an excellent 
idea, as aa mere matter of garden taste, 
for tho rhododendrons are all over blos- 
soming before%tho lilies flower, and so 
the flowering of the beautiful j ever- 
greens seems to bo prolonged tifl lato 
in the summer, when tho lilies disap- 
pear. 


THERE is an objection to the common 


way of'boil ing eggs which pcoplo do not 
understand. It is this: Tlie wliite, un- 
der three minutes' rapid cooking, be- 
comes tough and indigestible, while tho 
yolk is left raw.

A process rapid enough for home 
momrfacturo is <vs follows: Place the 
cask in a warm place, with a gallon or 
more of vinegar in it; add a pint of cider"9 
for each week till the cask is full. If ™n 
put in a gallon if vinegar at first, add a 
pint of cider, then, in a week, a little 
more than a pint, the third time about a 
pint and a half, and so on, the addition, 
becoming larger each week.

sidering if the land will givo him a crop; 
if tho soil is cot in the proper condition 
he knows that he 'must make it so, or 
lose his seed and his labor. Much less 
than corn and potatoes can froif trees 
make a crop on nothing. T,he trees will 
struggle along, do the best they can, but 
such orchards do not pay, and "run 
out" early. 
Unless the land is suffi- 


ciently fertile for an ordinary farm crop, 
it should be made so; no soil too wet for 
such crops will answer for fruit trees, 
which, to succeed, need well-drained 
land. Tho plowing should be as deep 
as the character oi the soil will allowj 
and the sub-soil plow may generally fol? 
low the other with benefit.

The Colored Juryman. 


Gen. 
Thomas Harrison, who was com 


mandt r of a Texatj, regiment during the 
war, 
and known iby tlSe boys as the 


"Jim Town ^Lijon" was soon after the 
war elected Jud^e of one of the dis- 
tricts of TVxa.-,. Shortly after his elec- 
tion lu> visited one of tlie counties in his 
district for the puqxxse of 'holding his 
court. 
He arrived at the county town 


on Sunday evening, and sent for the 
Sheriff and asked him if a jury had 
been summoned for tlie court, and if any 
tij>on the jury were colored. 


Tlie Sheriff replied he had summoned 


a jury, but there were no colored men 
on the jury, and but few in the county. 
Judge Harrison told him, under the re- 
cent order of the Department Comr 
mandor, no legal jury could be impan^ 
eled unless one or more negroes were on 
it, and ordered*him to have some negroes 
in attendance on the following morning, 
to be placed upon tjie jury. The Sher- 
iff, 
after some trouble, succeeded in 


finding three or four negroes, and upon 
organizing ^jthe court Judge Harrison 
placed one on each jury. ' 


About tho first case called was one 


against a party for murder. After hear- 
ing the evidence, arguments of counsel, 
and charge of the court, the jury started 
down-stairs to consider their verdict, the 
colored juror happening to be in the 
rem-. Following them wa-> tho^ attorney 
for the defendant. At the head of the 
stairs (and in hearing of the colored 
juror) the attorney was asked by a friend 
how he thought the case would be deci- 
ded. The reply was, "I think the de- 
fendant will l>e acquitted or the jury 
will be hung." 


The jury went down the steps and out 


in tho yard, and upon looking around 
the colored member was missing. Upon 
investigation, they saw him m&king 2:40 
time in the direction of 'the brush. 
The 


Sheriff M;I-. called ; and, after a, vigorous 
pursuit, Mr. Juror was captured and 
brought before ^the court and asked why 
lie had run away. His reply vros, "He 
had heard a gentleman say if the man 
wasn't cleared the jury would be hung, 
and as he h.uln't done nothing he didn't 
want to t.iue any chancefif'

Peo- 
Iple who use kerosene lamps should make 
it an absolute rule never to attempt to 
extinguish a lighted lamp that way, how- 
ever small the rlamc. Scientific reasons

(best reason that can possibly be given is 
the fact that explosions frequently result 
from a neglect of it. It is as easy to 
blow iirto the lower end of tho chimney 
as the top, the only difference being that 
in the former case the person blowing is 
required to stoop a little, while in the 
latter the inflection of tho body is not 
required.
